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Musical Magic 
Fireworks Explode at 
Tabor Academy

As the eight members of the New York- 
based Fireworks Ensemble took the stage at Ta- 
bor Academy's Hoyt Performing Arts Center on 
Friday evening, February 8, nothing seemed out 
of the ordinary. The group of young musicians 
looked every bit the part of a chamber ensemble 
readying themselves to perform a repertoire of 
Strauss, Haydn and Lully.

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group counted off the time and began to play their first 
piece, Strauss' Thunder and Lightning Polka, there it was 
... the first hint that this was not going to be an ordinary 
night of music. This was going to be different, maybe 
even something special. "Mommy, look at those pants/' 
said a little girl in the fourth row as she pointed to cellist 
Leigh Stuart. 

Ms. Stuart was wearing a pair of chrome red 
leather pants that looked as if they had been lifted from 
a New York Dolls publicity photo circa 1974. Not your 
typical attire for a classically-trained cellist, but Fireworks 
is no ordinary chamber ensemble. While the musicians 
may have honed their considerable skills on Stravinsky 
and Bach, they collectively would show the audience that 
great music can come from any number of sources, not 
just long-dead European composers. 

As bassist and ensemble director Brian Coughlin 
began to introduce the evening's third piece, he broke 
into a bit of a wry smile and said, "Okay, we'd like to 
play some techno music now," as he went on to explain 
that the band was about to perform a piece by '90s art- 
ist Aphex Twin. Mr. Coughlin continued, "It was Duke 
Ellington who said, 'There are two kinds of music: good 
music and the other kind.' Fireworks tries to live by that 
philosophy." 

With that they did, indeed, play techno music — 
not your teenager's or twenty-something's techno. This 
was techno turned on its head by world-class players who

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seem to thoroughly enjoy defying convention in the name 
of digging into the details of a composition to find the 
heart and soul of each piece of music they choose to play. 
In the case of the Aphex Twin song, " Analogue Bubble- 
bath/' Fireworks took a piece of music that had been cre- 
ated entirely with electronic instruments and computers 
and turned it into something completely original, playing 
the number entirely with acoustic instruments. The effect 
was a stunningly beautiful piece of music that straddled 
the chasm between the new and the old. 

Throughout the rest of the evening the group per- 
formed a concert of dance music originating from nearly 
every continent, from forms and traditions as varied as 
Afro-pop, New Wave /Punk, Big Band Jazz, Calypso and 
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Disco, just to name a few. With each number the ensemble 
seemed to push itself to find new ways and means to 
wrench sounds from their instruments that most musi- 
cians never dream of making. 

At various times throughout the evening pianos 
were made to sound like zithers and dulcimers by stick- 
ing pencils between the strings to give the instrument a 
raspy and ringing sound. Flutes and violins borrowed the 
voices of Caribbean steal drums, cellos and guitars filled 
in for the scratching of a hip-hop turntable and penny 
whistles, kazoos and every other instrument on stage 
were used to recreate the sounds of synthesizers and com- 
puters as the band moved seamlessly between Ellington, 
New Order, Haydn, the Bee Gees and Aaron Copland. 

The performance was a part of Tabor Academy's 
ongoing Maxwell Concert Series. The next scheduled 
event in the series will be the school's production of 
Urinetown on February 21, 22 and 23 at 7:30 pm in the 
Fireman Performing Auditorium.

Facility Fallout 
Rochester COA, Selectmen Quibble 
Over Senior Center Use

In a meeting between the Rochester Council on 
Aging (COA) Board and the Rochester Board of Select- 
men, the pros and cons of renting out the town's vener- 
able Senior Center on Dexter Lane were debated and 
discussed. According to COA Board Chairman Pat Ryan, 
her board had begun talking about putting together some 
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guidelines for renting out the facility after getting count- 
less requests from residents, and they forwarded a copy 
of this proposed policy to the Selectmen so it might be 
forwarded to Town Counsel Blair Bailey for his review. 

"We never heard anything negative about it until 
a few weeks ago when (Selectmen Chairman) Brad Morse 
came over to (CO A Director) Sharon Lally and said it 
was a town building and the Selectmen wanted to have 
control over the use of the building," Ms. Ryan said. 

"That's not even close," Selectman Morse coun- 
tered. "About three weeks ago I got the packet from your 
meeting ... and I sat down with Sharon and told her we 
need to make sure we're following the proper procedures. 
We had concerns about the way (the Senior Center) was 
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being rented, how funds were charged and not going 
through the proper financial channels that need to be 
followed — that was our concern. I personally wouldn't 
want to see the facility rented out all the time — we've got 
a great facility, it's our pride and joy. No question there 
needs to be guidelines regarding the use of buildings, 
(but) if we're going to be drawing up building use plans, 
they should be the same for all (town) buildings." 

According to CO A Board member Jill Bodeau, 
they've had requests to rent the Senior Center since it 
opened, and only recently have they sat down to establish 
some type of policy. "I think it's time we separate profit 
from non-profit requests," she said. "I think the board 
was trying to set some policy regarding that." 

Selectman Morse agreed that non-profit and 
town groups should have access to the facility. "I'm just 
(concerned) about big parties being held here," he said. 
"And the fees (you've set) aren't nearly enough (to cover) 
maintenance, electricity and such." 

Ms. Ryan said this wasn't intended to be a 
money-making venture, and "we're not advertising that 
people can use the building ... we just wanted to put to- 
gether some type of structure in black-and-white. We also 
put in there that we have the right to say 'y ea ' or ' na y' to 
any request." 

Since alcohol consumption is not allowed in any 
town building, Ms. Bodeau also noted the Senior Center 
would be precluded from being used for wedding recep- 
tions and large private parties. 

"But the Boy Scouts couldn't use this building 
under the policy you (drafted)," said Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey. "You have a no discrimination policy (in there) 
... and the Boy Scouts discriminate on the basis of sexual 
orientation." 

"I received this contract maybe two weeks ago ... 
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and my only concern was maybe someone coming into 
the building, slipping and falling, and suing the town," 
said Selectman Rick Nunes. "Other than that, I'm fine 
with it." 

"Fm not looking for the Selectmen to vote on 
this," Ms. Ryan said. "Fm simply hoping we can come 
to a meeting of the minds. If Town Counsel feels we 
shouldn't do this, we'll drop it. But we just want every- 
body to be on the same page." 

Mr. Bailey said in order to protect the town from 
any potential legal challenges, he would prefer the Senior 
Center not be rented for private events, but strictly for 
non-profit and town-sponsored events. 

"If you start denying one (private) group, for 
whatever reason, now you might be opening yourself 
up to a complaint down the line," Mr. Bailey said. "The 
best policy is one that gives a threshold on what types of 
groups can use it. The other reason Fd also limit private 
functions is because they are the ones where liability kicks 
in." 

"Fm in favor of non-profits or any group that 
wants to use the facility," Selectman Morse agreed. "Fd 
have a problem with private individuals using the build- 
ing because it's a town-owned building." 

Ms. Ryan queried as to whether requiring private 
renters to take out a separate insurance policy would 
absolve the town from potential liability suits. 

"That's the problem, it wouldn't absolve the 
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town," said Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. 'To 
expose the town to that for a small amount of rental in- 
come isn't worth it. Second, if you have a facility like this 
and open it up to private (groups), youTl have nothing 
but problems. I just don't think it's worth the aggrava- 
tion." 

Ms. Bodeau said the intent here was to allow all 
residents to use the town's Senior Center. "We always 
wanted the people in town to feel this was their Senior 
Center," she said. 

As a compromise, Ms. Ryan asked if Town Coun- 
sel would be willing to draft a set of guidelines to rent out 
the Senior Center that focused on non-profit and town 
entities only. "We're not into writing contract law, that's 
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not our expertise/' she said. "What we want more than 
anything is a consistent black-and-white (document)." 

"There doesn't seem to be any problem with 
non-profit use, but are there exceptions to private use?" 
Selectman Nunes asked. "Could there be exceptions, like 
for a senior-related (event)?" 

"If you have exceptions to the private use, some- 
one can come in and say 'why did you let them use it?'" 
Mr. LaCamera said. 

"The problem with putting everything down in 
writing, with having an exception, is what happens if 
somebody else wants to use it and they're not a senior?" 
Mr. Bailey said. "It's a town building, so you're drawing 
a line between one town resident and another. That's why 
I'd prefer to have some easy delineation. You're either a 
non-profit, or you're not." 

As for setting rental fees, Ms. Ryan said right now 
they don't charge a set amount but simply ask the user 
to make a donation. "The only thing they have to pay for 
is the custodian," she said. "And if you want to come in 
here, a board member has to be present, because the fact 
is we do care about this building a great deal. So far we 
haven't had any damage inside." 

While Selectman Nunes supported the notion 
of allowing private individuals or groups to rent out the 
Senior Center if they agreed to carry additional insurance, 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey noted that wouldn't protect 
the town from a potential lawsuit. 

"You can have all the insurance in the world, it's 
not going to stop anybody from going after (us)," Mr. 
Bailey said. "And it doesn't help at the end of the day 
because insurance companies hate to pay (out claims)." 

"I think at this point we need to table doing any- 
thing with the private sector," Chairman Ryan agreed. 

Mr. Bailey offered to draft a policy to allow non-

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profit and town groups to use the Senior Center, which 
he would bring back to the CO A Board for their approval 
and adoption. 

The only other sticking point, as brought up by 
Mr. LaCamera, was determining how and where the col- 
lected rental fees are deposited. 

"We'd have to see what the specific wording of 
the (Senior Center) account is/' Mr. Bailey said. "You may 
have to amend that to include (a) building use fee (line 
item). Otherwise, if it's not appropriated funds, every- 
thing has to go back into the General Fund." 

"We just have to make sure it's not being put into 
the wrong place," Selectman Morse said. "These aren't 
questions that we can answer. We have a Town Treasurer

The CO A Board also questioned the Selectmen 
about the proposed budget for FY09 wherein they were 
hoping to hire a full-time or 30-hour-per-week van driver 
to accommodate the increased demand for this service. 
The town is expected to receive some $19,000 in Massa- 
chusetts Bay Transit Authority (MBTA) funds which were 
applied for by CO A Director Sharon Lally and earmarked 
for transportation use. 

"It started because we wanted to fund the van, 
but what we're looking for is driver hours," Ms. Ryan 
said. "We have to turn people away now because we 
don't have money for the driver hours. I realize we have 
tight (budget constraints), but we need some clarification 
on the MBTA credits. We realize the town needs some of 
it, but we need driver hours." 

An anticipated increase of $29,000 in MBTA 
credits won't kick in until FY10, according to Mr. LaCam- 
era, and with the town now footing the bill for fuel and 
insurance costs on the Senior Van, there's no more money 
in the budget to hire a driver, he said. 

"The COA is willing to go for an override (on 
Town Meeting floor) to fund a driver," Ms. Ryan said.

conveniences. Everyday things that we take for granted 
often had their genesis in the need to eliminate hard labor 
from everyday life. The simple act of going to the refrig- 
erator to put away perishable foods is one of the twentieth 
century's great accomplishments. Being able to refrigerate 
food has changed the way we eat, grow and store provi- 
sions in countless ways. On Sunday, February 10, the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society and Museum invited the 
public to take a trip back in time to the days when refrig- 
eration meant ice harvesting. 

Ice harvesting, as a method of keeping food cold, 
has been in practice for thousands of years. Here in the 
tri-town area older residents can still recall when the 
Brownell family would gather the thick ice each winter 
from a pond located on the property that is now the Triad 
Boatyard to store and sell throughout the year. This prac- 
tice took place in Mattapoisett until the 1950s when the 
use of electric refrigerators became the standard for most 
homes. 

On Sunday Mattapoisett Historical Society 
President Seth Mendel and town resident Fran Gordon 
gave a lecture on the last days of the ice harvest in Mat- 
tapoisett. Mr. Mendell, filling in for scheduled speaker 
Fred Brownell, told the audience of about 60 people how 
the Brownell family used to pack a building the size of 
a school gymnasium each winter with ice using a few 
simple tools, a lot of manpower and an equal amount of 
ingenuity. Using a horse drawn blade, the men would

score the ice in a checkerboard fashion and break the 50- 
to 75-pound blocks apart. The ice of the Brownell's pond 
would often be six inches to a foot or more thick and 
would require the strong back of 30 or more men to har- 
vest. Using large tongs, pikes and specially-designed saws 
the men would harvest the entire lake over the course of 
several days. The ice would then be packed, airtight, into 
the icehouse for storage. 

Speaker Fran Gordon's family keeps the tradi- 
tion alive at their log cabin in the northern part of Canada 
each winter. The family, with the help of about 30 friends, 
continues to use methods perfected over the centuries, in 
an annual ritual that dates back to the early 1960s when 
the Gordons purchased the property. Mr. Gordon pro- 
vided a slide program as a visual complement during his 
portion of the lecture to show how he and his friends and 
family would brave temperatures as low as 40 degrees 
below zero to collect ice from the waters near their cabin. 
According to Mr. Gordon, "A fellow once asked me why 
I didn't use a chain saw to cut the ice and I told him that 
gas didn't go very well with our gin and tonics. The water 
in our lake is absolutely pure and we want to keep it that 
way." Mr. Gordon also noted that the last few years have 
seen a change in temperature in the region surrounding 
his cabin that has left the waters of the lake too warm to 
form the thick ice needed for the harvest. 

The Mattapoisett Historical Society and Mu- 
seum's collection contains many of the objects that were 
used to harvest ice on the Brownell property. The Mu- 
seum's next lecture, a talk about Organic Gardening, will 
be on Sunday, March 16 at 2:00 pm. Weston Lant will 
speak about natural methods of farming and give tips to 
those interested in growing chemical free gardens. More 
information about the Mattapoisett Historical Society

Dental Disease

McCullough said. "We may find it will take 20 or 25 years 
to fulfill all these needs." 

"In terms of the Fire Station and Highway Barn, 
we're spending a fortune just to keep those buildings 
(heated)," Chairman Andrews said. "Until we can find 
ways to upgrade them, we're just pouring money out of 
those two buildings." 

Mr. McCullough said they would be back in an- 
other four to six weeks to provide another update prior to 
Town Meeting and to review the proposed Town Vehicle 
Use Policy for final adoption. 

At 7:40 pm the board met with Natural Resource 
and Animal Control Officer Kathleen Masse for an update 
on her department. Ms. Masse noted that Shining Tides 
remains closed to the taking of shellfish, but that decision 
is made by the State Division of Marine Fisheries and not 
her. "I just post the signs," she said. "I only post it and 
enforce it." 

Chairman Andrews added the town's updated 
website via Virtual Town Hall now includes all informa- 
tion about these open and closed areas for shellfishing, 
including a detailed map so people know where they can 
and cannot harvest shellfish.

since the 1950s — even before the (wharf) list existed. I 
humbly contend that I should have some consideration 
here/' 

"There were Wharf Rules before 1989, before I 
became Harbormaster/' Mr. Mach said. "This idea about 
grandfathering people ... and a surviving spouse was 
there before I came onboard. We only have 23 spaces and 
there's (about) 150 people on the waiting list." 

"I'm just looking for some consistency ... there 
are other people who have been (on Long Wharf) for the 
same amount of time, and they have been grandfathered," 
Mr. Ruel said. "I'm just looking for some equal rights, 
that's all." 

"The whole thing about legacy spaces, as far as 
I'm concerned, is out the door," Selectman Collyer said. "I 
don't care if you were there before the rules or not." 

"The thing we need to realize is that (the town's 
Mooring and Wharf Rules) is a living document and I'm 
not opposed to changing it," Chairman Andrews said. 

But Selectman Collyer said he didn't feel com- 
fortable supporting a change in the existing rules and 
regulations since they were already approved as part of a 
lengthy process including both public input and review 
by Town Counsel.

Marion Economic Summit 

February 7, 2008

A special "Economic Summit" was convened by 
the members of the Marion Finance Committee (FinCom) 
in the Marion Music Hall on Thursday night, February 7. 
According to FinCom Chairman Dr. Richard Kemp, the 
purpose of this meeting was to take a first step toward 
solving the town's long-term structural budget deficit and 
to present "big picture" of Marion's finances. The summit 
was first suggested at a recent Marion Board of Select- 
men's meeting during which Dr. Kemp projected that the

town could be faced with a deficit of up to $1.7 million by 
2014. 

"If we choose to ignore the problem it will cer- 
tainly develop into a crisis/' Dr. Kemp said in his intro- 
duction to the summit. "I don't think we're there yet, but 
certainly we're in a budget crunch and we're trying to 
avoid a crisis by taking this first step." 

Dr. Kemp said the problem is simple: expenses 
are growing faster than the revenue that the town can 
raise. With the limits of Proposition 2 1/2 in place and 
the added problem of shrinking local receipts and state 
aid, there remains very little that can be done under the 
town's present budget structure — hence, he has dubbed 
this a "structural deficit."

" After all these years of Proposition 21/2, we've 
basically reached the limit of how much can be squeezed 
out of the budget/' Dr. Kemp said. "We rely on state aid 
for a portion of the town's revenue ... but it depends on 
Beacon Hill and there's no clarity." 

Of the total estimated $476,000 increases in 
FY2009 expenses, Dr. Kemp noted the bulk of these are 
fixed costs such as Health Insurance ($87,000); Utilities 
($31,000); Town Insurance ($35,000); Contractural Pay 
Raises ($295,000); and Pensions ($28,000). Given that they 
currently anticipate only $406,000 in revenues for FY09, 
there is already a shortfall of $70,000. 

Dr. Kemp went on to explain that two traditional 
pools of funding — Free Cash, which is a surplus from 
a given fiscal year, and the Stabilization Fund, which is 
reserved for "extraordinary events" — cannot be relied 
upon as the town's only financial resources. 

For comparison's sake Dr. Kemp examined the 
current FY08 budget wherein the total $16,626 million 
budget was offset by transferring $570,290 from Free Cash 
to make up the shortfall. That left about $16,000 in the 
Free Cash account. "So, basically, we used it all up," Dr. 
Kemp said. 

Looking at the current available Free Cash for 
FY09, Dr. Kemp noted it was certified in October of 2007 
to be $894,000 — but that amount includes $374,000 in 
cell tower lease monies, a "one-time" payment for leases 
on the town-owned water tower from 1999 through 2007. 
The FinCom is strongly recommending this money be put 
into the town's Stabilization Fund which is currently 2 
percent shy of the state's recommended 5 percent of the 
town's annual operating budget. So, in reality, the town is 
beginning FY09 will just $520,000 in available Free Cash.

jected budget expenses, Dr. Kemp noted they are already 
facing a $178,000 shortfall after using up the $520,000 
in available Free Cash — this, even despite the fact that 
Marion's assessment to the ORR School District came in 
lower than anticipated. 

"We still have a problem, we don't have enough 
Free Cash to bail us out of this/' Dr. Kemp said. "So, obvi- 
ously, we're going to have to reduce somewhere." 

As for possible remedies offered by the FinCom, 
Dr. Kemp noted they considered: 

• Conserving in the current FY08; 

• Reducing spending by $200,000 to balance the 

budget; 

• Avoid an override in the FY09 budget, since 
residents are already struggling with water and sewer 
rate adjustments; or 

• Make a comprehensive five-year plan to be 
implemented in 2010. 

Dr. Kemp said his committee opted for the last 
suggestion: to work on developing a comprehensive 
five-year plan to be implemented in 2010.

category is growing faster than two-and-a-half percent/' 
he said. 

Based on the current rate of expenses and project- 
ed revenue, Dr. Kemp said he expects the town's deficit, 
or budget shortfall, to escalate to between $1.5 and $1.7 
million by the year 2014. 

"Unfortunately, that's how large the gap grows/' 

he said. 

To counter this trend, he and the members of 
the FinCom are proposing a three- to five-year business 
plan based on one which has already been devised by the 
FinCom in the Town of Arlington, MA. The plan would 
require preparing detailed budgets projected for up to 
five years; a total buy-in from all town departments, the 
Town Administrator, unions, schools and the public; one 
override to fix the current structural deficit problem; an 
a promise of no further overrides for a five-year-period. 
In addition, Dr. Kemp noted there would be some type of 
relief provided to the town's elderly residents such as a 
"circuit breaker" program. 

"So Arlington's (now) in the third year of a five- 
year plan," Dr. Kemp said. "One of the things they did do 
was to provide a 'circuit breaker' for seniors and low-in- 
come residents. One thing that's very apparent is the plan 
requires everyone to stick to the deal." 

When the floor was open to questions, one resi- 
dent asked how much public input would be weighed 
in this process given that this initial meeting wasn't well

wants a (Proposition 21/2) override ... but everyone's 
got to buy into this — the school committees, the (town 
departments), the unions — otherwise it's not going to 
work." 

"Over the last several years, many of the depart- 
ments have been asked to level-fund ... and what level- 
funding from year to year really means is cuts have to be 
made," said Town Administrator Paul Dawson. "I can as- 
sure you that department heads have gone to great pains 
just to level-fund. But moving forward we really need to 
focus on some type of grand scheme. We need to focus on 
what the town's priorities are." 

"The schools are currently at 57 percent of our 
budget and the rest of the town is 43 percent of our bud- 
get," added Selectmen Chairman Roger Blanchette. "If the 
rest of the town is going to be level-funded, my feeling is 
the schools should be level-funded. If this continues until 
2014 what's going to happen is the 57 percent is likely 
going to become 62 or 63 percent ... and the rest of the 
town and all the services provided (to residents) is going 
to go down to 37 percent. (Their) piece of the pie is getting 
bigger and bigger. The schools have got to buy into this 
whole deal, otherwise it's an exercise in futility." 

FinCom member James Barron closed the meet- 
ing by suggesting the town residents might want to start 
thinking about generating additional revenue by charging 
fees for trash collection, beach and recreation stickers, and 
student parking at ORR High School. "These are some of

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

February 11, 2008 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, February 11 
at 6:45 pm by Chairman Brad Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. McGaffey, 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, and Administra- 
tive Assistant Veronica Lafreniere was not present for the 
meeting. 

The board first met in Executive Session to dis- 
cuss pending contract and legal issues. 

Upon returning to Open Session at 7:15 pm, the 
board approved the minutes of the January 28 meeting 
and then signed and approved a settlement agreement 
for the Plumb Memorial Library to accept reimburse- 
ment funds in the amount of $300 from the Massachusetts 
Attorney General's Office as part of a settlement in the 
recent Compact Disc Antitrust Litigation. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Richard Charron 
on behalf of Bruce Maksy Jr. to request an easement/ road 
cut on Dexter Lane to allow Mr. Maksy to transport water 
under Dexter Lane to his cranberry bog property. 'The 
pipe will be buried ... and there will be no seams under 
Dexter Lane/' Mr. Charron said. "In addition, it's going 
to be put inside a sleeve. There are presently no (under-

ground) utilities on Dexter Lane (in that area)/' 

According to Chairman Morse, Highway Sur- 
veyor Jeff Eldridge said he didn't have a problem with the 
project, but he would prefer to install the line and sleeve 
himself under Dexter Lane to ensure it is done to town 
specifications. "He just wants to make sure there isn't a 
speed bump there ... and make sure it's compacted," he 
said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove the easement for the project as suggested, with the 
Highway Department doing the road cut work and the 
costs to be borne by Mr. Maksy. 

At 7:23 pm the board met with Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson to discuss some concerns he 
had over recent comments made about communication 
between the Planning Board and Selectmen. 

"Over the past two weeks I've heard about a lack 
of communication between the Planning Board and the 
Board of Selectmen ... and I wanted to set things straight," 
Mr. Johnson said, referring to comments made about the 
hiring of a consultant for the Planning Board and his sug- 
gested changes for the town center. "One of the things I 
heard — and I think it was a bit exaggerated — was about 
a change in traffic patterns in the center of town (under 
the revised Master Plan). We've hired ... a consultant and 
he's made some suggestions (but) basically it's just think- 
ing out loud at this point and nothing has been adopted." 

Mr. Johnson stressed that the proposed center 
village study is very much a "work in progress" and any 
actual changes would have to get Town Meeting approv- 
al. 

"I'm the one who brought up that I had some 
concerns with the Master Plan," Mr. LaCamera said. "A 
questionnaire was to be put up on the town website and it 
dealt with some issues concerning the town center ... and

we were supposed to meet with the Planning Board on 
it." 

"At some point we'll need to discuss the concept 
for the center village based on the Master Plan/' Select- 
man McGaffey added, noting he also was concerned 
about some of the proposals being bantered about, but 
now he was more comfortable knowing it was just a pre- 
liminary discussion. 

Mr. Johnson went on to say they are hoping to 
work toward updating the town's Master Plan with the 
consultant once the initial village study was completed. 

"The proposal that the (Planning Board) agreed to 
was to hire (the consultant this year) at $10,000 for a study 
of the village center," Mr. LaCamera said. "I just want to 
be clear that going into next year I don't think there will 
be (another) $20,000 to hire additional consultants. It's just 
not in the budget." 

The board next discussed signing a contract with 
Kathleen McHenry as the town's Assistant /Temporary 
Town Accountant. 

But Selectman Nunes had some reservations 
about hiring Ms. McHenry at the suggested pay rate. 

"The Assistant Town Accountant was part of the 
Personnel By-Laws," Selectman Nunes said. "Her posi- 
tion has evolved ... but she (began) as a Grade 7, Step 
6 (employee). Back in September of 2006 the Board of 
Selectmen basically removed the Assistant Town Accoun- 
tant from the Compensation Plan because the Town Ac-

countant had resigned and we needed someone to do the 
accounting for the town. So we made the Assistant (Town 
Accountant) Grade 10, Step 1 and basically the Assistant 
Town Accountant has remained at that level because the 
Town Accountant is part-time while the Assistant (Town 
Accountant) is full-time." 

Mr. LaCamera noted that although he had 
planned on proposing hiring a full-time Town Accountant 
for FY09, with the town's current budget constraints they 
won't be able to afford it. As such, they will likely have 
to stay with the current part-time Town Accountant and 
full-time Assistant Town Accountant model. 

But Selectman Nunes maintained that the part- 
time position was evolving to a point where it would be 
on par with the full-time position in terms of pay rate. 

"Do you see my concern?" he asked. "In less than 
two years her pay rate has gone from $16.30 to $23.60 
(an hour). In a sense you have a role reversal (and) we're 
setting up (both) a highly-paid Town Accountant and a 
highly-paid Assistant Town Accountant." 

"This system seems to be working very well and 
we're spending less money (than we did before)," Chair- 
man Morse said. 

With that, the board voted in favor of signing the 
contract with Ms. McHenry via majority, with Selectman 
Nunes in sole opposition. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera noted: 
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• Town Clerk Naida Parker had requested to at- 
tend an International Town Clerk's Conference in Atlanta 
but he had rejected her request because he felt that em- 
ployees attending international conferences which didn't 
directly benefit Rochester weren't in the town's best inter- 
est. The board agreed with his assessment and also voted 
to deny her request. 

• The deadline for submitting articles for place- 
ment on the Annual Town Meeting warrant is March 14, 
2008 at 4:00 pm. 

• Police Chief Paul Magee has recommended 
that UMass Dartmouth student Tammy Gibson of Matta- 
poisett be approved to work as an Intern with the Roches- 
ter Police Department, which was unanimously approved 
by the board. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Approved a request from Susan Adams to ap- 
point Amy Johnson of Walnut Plain Road and Jim Holden 
of Neck Road as members of the Green Ways Committee. 

• Noted the annual membership meeting of Old 
Rochester Community Television (ORCTV, Inc.) will be 
held on March 26 at their facility in the Captain Hadley 
House on Front Street in Marion. 

• Agreed to schedule a public commuter rail 
meeting for Rochester residents on either Monday, March 
3 or Wednesday, March 5 at 7:00 pm in the Rochester 
Town Hall to discussed the proposed commuter rail 
routes.

But if two 
of the three towns approve the proposed ORR budget, all 
three communities are expected to pay their share.

"Our continued goal is to not cut staff and not cut 
services/' Mr. LaCamera said. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:20 pm.

ORR Athletic Phonathon 

For the past five years, the Old Rochester Re- 
gional High School Athletic Booster Club (ORRABC) 
has sponsored a phonathon to raise funds to support the 
many student-athletes at the school, and through the gen- 
erous support of the tri-town community, the phonathon 
has been a great success.

For their efforts, the band received a second-place 
finish with outstanding awards going to Mack William- 
son and Aaron Janik. 

At 3:00 pm the ORR Jazz Combo took the stage in 
competition. As Mr. Ellis explained: "This is a very special 
group of students who are rehearsed and led by drum- 
mer Mack Williamson and trumpeter Aaron Janik.

Mr. Ellis added: "I act in the capacity of advisor 
but the students primarily are under the supervision of 
Mack, Aaron and themselves.

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His and Hers

Bernard and Doris. Starring Susan Sarandon and Ralph Fiennes. 
Directed by Bob Balaban. Running time: 104 minutes. Rating: 
TV-14. Showing on HBO throughout February. 

When a very rich and famous person dies and leaves a chunk of money 
to someone considerably less rich and famous, it is perhaps natural to be cyni- 
cal about the circumstances. It's also natural for a movie to be less cynical. I 
suspect that fans of 1980's Melvin and Howard don't really care whether Melvin 
Dummar was actually named in Howard Hughes' will; it's still a beautiful 
film. Likewise, the new HBO original film Bernard and Doris — seemingly so 
named to evoke the earlier movie — is such a tenderly crafted study or the 
platonic love between the heiress Doris Duke and her butler Bernard Lafferty 
that I find myself uninterested in Googling the real Lafferty and reading up 
on all the allegations. Did he influence his ailing, drug-addled employer? Did 
he conspire to murder her? There's no poetry in any of that. 

Increasingly, cable is where you go if you're interested in acting, and 
Bernard and Doris offers teamwork you could've expected to see on the big 
screen in better times for grown-up cinema: Susan Sarandon — who somehow 
keeps looking better — as Doris and Ralph Fiennes as Bernard. As the movie 
tells it, Doris took a liking to the withdrawn, humble Bernard, encouraging 
him out of his shell and out of the closet, to the point where he grew his hair 
into a ponytail and took to wearing makeup, scarves and caftans around 
the house. Bernard, who grew up poor and Irish, had worked for Elizabeth 
Taylor and Peggy Lee; he was perhaps the particular type of gay man that 
ensures entourages for formidable women like Cher, Madonna, Barbra, or 
Judy — drawn to and fascinated by the mix of feminine vulnerability and 
female power. 

Early on, Doris staggers home from the hospital after a nip and tuck, 
demanding booze and painkillers. Bernard tries to usher her to bed, but she, 
already pretty blitzed, pushes him away into a wall. Then she apologizes, and 
thus is born a bond forged on mutual enabling. Director Bob Balaban (whose 
touch is as delicate and detail-oriented as his acting often is) and screenwriter 
Hugh Costello keep a steady balance, acknowledging that some aspects of 
this relationship were healthy and some weren't. The alcoholic Bernard, 
for instance, isn't likely to stay on the wagon in a household full of vintage 
wine. 

"What do you want from me?" Doris asks; Bernard says "To take care 



of you," and he means it. Sarandon puts on her usual show of toughness 
and wit, and she's terrifically entertaining at it, but it's pretty much Fiennes' 
show. His Bernard is a nicely modulated blend of repression and playfulness; 
Bernard has found someone who'll indulge him, for better or worse. At certain 
points he hangs out with her at social gatherings, behaving like a husband 
rather than a servant, and she doesn't see any need to correct him. To her, 
he's the ideal husband she never had: undemanding sexually, tolerant of her 
dalliances with gardeners and pianists, and dismissable at will. Only once, 
when he forbids her to have around-the-clock nurses (he'd rather see to her 
medical needs himself), does he impose any sort of will on her. 

It's an unequal relationship, but an unusual one to see in movies, espe- 
cially treated so warmly and nonjudgmentally. Bernard and Doris also keeps 
sentimentality at a minimum, and takes its potential cliches (the rich hellraiser, 
the gay butler) and finds something fresh in them. In a late scene, celebrating 
Doris' birthday quietly over candlelight and drinks (non-alcoholic? we don't 
know), Bernard is wearing a gown, dangling earrings, and lipstick, and Doris 
doesn't bat an eye. We don't, either, because at that point we understand 
Bernard. He's nothing so mundane as a crossdresser; he's spent so long 
ministering to the needs of fabulously wealthy women, and kept an inner 
life in which he identifies with them despite an outer life of poverty, that on 
some level he has become one. So has he submerged his own personality to 
that extent, or has that been his personality all along, waiting for the right 
person to bring it out? Under this movie's benign and fastidious surface such 
questions coil up like earthworms, much more interesting than the tabloid 
version of events. I don't care what the "real" Bernard was like; I cared about 
the movie's Bernard.
